Sporting events in the past few 
years have deteriorated because of 
commercialism within the district. 
We will be further discouraging the 
individual rider with another raise of 
rider’s fees, sanction fees, etc., to 
support a co-ordinator. 

We know that as conscientious 
member clubs of District #37, you 
will carefully consider the facts and 
figures and take a stand against this 
matter before District #37 buys itself 
out of existence.

MY TRIP TO THE CAPITAL OR: 
HOW! LEARNED ABOUT POLITICS 
AT THE AGE OF 31. 


When the Hell’s Angels embrace 
& cause, you can be certain it is a 
losing one. And judging from the tv 
and dailies it appears they’ve taken 
up the Anti-Helmet banner. Sensing 
that the sport was 99 and 44/100ths 
percent unrepresented with only the 
H.A.'s in attendance at Senate 
Transportation Committee hearings 
last week, I elected to fly up to 
Sacramento and say a word against 
the proposed “Motorcycle Danger 
Bill”. (A.B. 978 See page 5.) 

Now, this publisher makes no 
claim to eloquence, or forensic prow- 
ess. But I ride motorcycles, and any- 
one who rides and likes motorcycles 
should be able to reasonably explain 
why the Danger Bill should be killed. 
Right? 

Arriving early for the hearing, I 
paid a visit to Assemblyman John 
Francis Foran, the chairman of the 
committee who drew up the Danger 
Bill. He accepted the copy of Cycle 
News that I handed him and leafed 
through it. 

No Drug User 

Mr. Foran is a short, pale man 
with receding chin and hairline and 
a pussycat smile. He seemed to feel 
that every California motorcycle 
rider should feel proud to sacrifice a 
little freedom to keep the federal 
government happy. (If California 
doesn’t pass a helmet/license law 
the Feds won’t give her the $35 mil- 
lion worth of highway funds that 
they collected from us in the form of 
taxes.) Now, Jesse Unruh (another 
politician, but we don’t hold a man’s 
job against him) he says heck, you 
can’t make driving safer by taking 
away. our highway money. What’s 
Uncle Sam saying, anyhow? 

We assume that Mr. Foran thinks 
he is doing right by the voters. But 
how does he know what is right? His 
advisors tell him, he says. Well, how 
does he know they're right? Were 
they not wrong about crashbars? 
*Have you ever ridden a motorcycle?" 
Iasked. 

*No," replied Foran. "I haven't 
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taken dangerous drugs either, but 
I've voted on matters affecting their 
use. 

Does anyone on his transportation 
committee have experience as a 
motorcycle rider? 

*One, I think Mr. Townsend once 
used one." 

"What about the new class 4 li- 
cense that your committee created in 


Assemblyman John F. 
Foran, Democrat, San 
Francisco. Chairman 
of Assembly Trans- 
portation Committee 
and chief proponent 
of A.B, 978, 
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this law? Why does it require a new 
riderto get a car driver's license be- 
fore he can apply for a license to 
ride a motorcycle?” 

“Oh, that won’t affect you. Any- 
one who already has a license of 
any kind can go on riding a motor- 
cycle and he won’t have to take the 
test until his license expires.” 

“Fine, but what about the new 
driver who wants a motorbike for low 
cost transportation, and doesn’t have 
a car?” 

*Surely he could borrow one, just 
forthe timeit takes to take the test,” 
replied Foran. 


“Some Hardships” 


_ “Still, would you not agree it 
might cause some hardship, especial- 
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lyin the low-income groups, to come 
up with a car for the time it takes to 
learn how to drive and to take the 
test?" 

* Yes," Foran conceded, *It might 
be hard on some. But the Federal 
Department of Transportation re- 
quires à special license and a com- 
pulsory helmet law for motorcycle 
riders... otherwise we don't get the 
money." 

*Does the Federal government re- 
quire the automobile license before 
the state can issue the special 
motorcycle license," we pursued, at 
the risk of sounding tedious. 

“I don’t know the exact require- 
ments," Chairman Foran admitted. 
“They only just came out and I 
haven’t seen them yet.” 

I was about to ask why his com- 
mittee was determined to pass legis- 
lation before they knew exactly what 
it had to cover. But a bell rang and 
Assemblyman Foran placed the green 
phone alongside his face and began 
speaking into it. The interview was 
obviously over. And I didn’t even 
get my 25¢ for the paper. 

On the way to the hearing the 
elevator was buzzing with excite- 
ment. “Do you think they’ll come?” 
“I saw them last week. Did you?* 
“No, I missed them I could almost die!”

An act to amend Sections 12509, 12804, 14608, and, 27800 of, 
to add Sections 27802 and 27804 to, and to repeal Sections 
12654 and. 27801 of, the Vehicle Code, relating to motor ve- 
hicles. 


The people of the State of California do enact as follows: 


Szction 1. Section 12509 of the Vehicle Code is amended 
to read: 

12509. (a) Any person who is over the age of 17 years and 
6 months may apply to the department for an instruction per- 
mit. The department for good cause may issue to the applicant 
an instruction permit which shall entitle the applicant while 
having the permit in his immediate possession to drive a motor 
vehicle, except a motorcycle, upon the highways for a period 
not exceeding six months when accompanied by, and under the 
immediate supervision of, a California licensed driver 25 years 
of age or over, not holding a probationary type license, The 
department may further restrict the permits as it may deter- 
mine to be appropriate to assure the safe operation of a motor 
vehicle by the permittee. 

(b) The department may also issue an instruction permit to 
any physically and mentally qualified person age 15 years and 
6 months or over who has successfully completed or is taking 
driver training instructions as provided in Section 12507. The 
instruction permit shall be restricted to the operation of a 
motor vehicle other than a motorcycle either when taking the 
driver training instruction of a kind referred to in Section 
12507, or when practicing such instruction and accompanied 
by a licensed driver as provided in subdivision (a). 

(e) The department may also issue an instruction permit to 
a person who has been issued a valid driver's lieense to au- 
thorize the person to obtain driver training instruction and 
to practice such instruction in order to obtain an additional 
class driver’s license or an endorsement. 

Sec. 2. Section 12654 of the Vehicle Code is repealed. 

Szo. 3. Section 12804 of the Vehicle Code is amended to 
read: 


12804. (a) The examination shall include a test of the 
applicant’s knowledge and understanding of the provisions 
of this code governing the operation of vehicles upon the high- 
ways, the ability to read and understand simple English used 
in highway traffic and directional signs, his understanding of 
traffic signs and signals and the applicant shall be required 
to give an actual demonstration of his ability to exercise or- 
dinary and reasonable control in operating a motor vehicle by 
driving the same under the supervision of an examining of- 
ficer and submit to an examination appropriate to the type of 
motor vehicle or combination of vehicles he desires a license 
to drive. The examination shall also include a test of the hear- 


ing and eyesight of the applicant and such other matters as 
may be necessary to determine the applicant’s mental and 
physical fitness to operate a motor vehicle upon the highways 
and whether any ground exists for refusal of a license under 
this code. The examination for a class 1 or class 2 license under 
subdivision (b) of this section shall also include a doctor’s 
report of a medical examination of the applicant. In estab- 
lishing the requirements consideration may be given to the 
standards presently required of motor carrier drivers by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Any physical defect of the 
applicant which in the opinion of the department is compen- 
sated to insure safe driving ability shall not prevent the issu- 
ance of a license to the applicant. 

(b) In accordance with the -following classifications, any 
applicant for a driver’s license shall be required to submit to 
an examination appropriate to the type of motor vehicle or 
combination of vehicles he desires a license to drive, except 
that an applicant who has never been licensed in this state or 
any other jurisdiction shall also be required to submit to an 
examination for a class 3 driver’s license: 

(1) Class 1. Any combination of vehicles and includes the 
operation of all vehicles under elass 2 and class 3. 

(2) Class 2. Any bus, any ‘‘farm labor truck,” any single 
vehicle with three or more axles, any such vehicles towing 
another vehicle weighing less than 6,000 pounds gross, and 
all vehicles covered under class 3, except that a person holding 
a valid class 3 license on the effective date of this act may 
drive a bus designed to carry not more than 15 passengers 
until such time as the license expires without obtaining a class 
2 license. 

(3) Class 3. Any two-axle vehicle, except a bus, motorcycle 
or ‘‘farm labor truck’’ and such vehicle towing another ve- 
hiele weighing less than 6,000 pounds gross. 

(4) Class 4. Any motorcyele. Authority to operate vehicles 
included in a class 4 license may be granted by endorsement 
on a elass 1, 2, or 3 license upon complétion of appropriate 
examination. A person holding a valid class 1, class 2 or class 
8 driver’s license on the effective date of the amendments to 
this section enacted at the 1967 Regular Session of the Legis- 
lature may drive a motorcycle until such time as the license 
expires without obtaining a class 4 endorsement. 

(c) The department may accept a certificate of driving ex- 
perience in lieu of a driving test on class 1 or 2 applications 
when such certificate is issued by an employer of the applicant 
provided the applicant has first qualified for a class 3 license 
and also met the other examination requirements for the li- 
cense for which he is applying. Such certificate may be sub- 
mitted as evidence of. the applicant’s experience or training in 
the operation of the types of equipment covered by the license 
for which he is applying. 

„бно, 4. Section 14608 of the Vehicle Code is amended to 
read: 

14608. No person shall rent a motor vehicle to another 
unless : 

(a) The person to whom the vehicle is rented is licensed 
under this code or is a nonresident who is licensed under the 
laws of the state or country of his residence. 

(b) The person renting to another person has inspected the 
driver’s license of the person to whom the vehicle is to be 
rented and compared the signature thereon with the signature 
of such person written in his presence. 

(e) A protective helmet of an approved type is offered to 
the person to whom a motorcycle is rented. This subdivision 
shall become operative six months after the date upon which 
the regulations concerning protective helmets become effective. 

re 5. Section 27800 of the Vehicle Code is amended to 
read: 

27800. No person shall operate any motorcycle: 

(a) Equipped with a seat so positioned that the driver, when 
sitting astride the seat, cannot reach the ground with his feet. 

(b) Equipped with handlebars that are more than 15 inches 
in height above that portion of the seat occupied by the driver 
and depressed by the weight of the driver. 

(e) Carrying any other person, except on a seat securely 
fastened to the machine in the rear of the driver and provided 
with footrests and handgrips, or in a sideear designed for the 
purpose of earrying a passenger. 

(d) Not equipped with a windshield, unless the driver is 
wearing a faceshield, goggles or glasses.

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The news is out! Al Gunter, win- 
ner of five National Championships 
and more half-mile races than any- 
body in the country, is back in form 
again and is determined to put the 
Matchless brand in the winner’s 
circle, 

Seriously injured in a road racing 
accident two years ago, Gunter re- 
turned to the scene last year only to 
be plagued by persistent-mechanical 
woes.Here is a progress report for 
those who have been wondering what 
he has been up to recently: 


CYCLE NEWS—one of the prime 
considerations in half-mile racing 
seems to be the age factor. Some 
people “in the know” have indicated 
that when you reach the age of 30, 
you’re all through. You are now 33 
Al, do you believe that to be true? 
GUNTER—If I believadthat to be a 
fact, I wouldn't be running. But re- 
gardless if it is or isn't, the main 
thing with me right now is that I'm 
going to do it until I get back into 
contention. I don't believe that age 
is a factor — never have. I can cite 
a couple of examples — Chuck Bas- 
ney and Tex Luce. Basney was near 
50 when he got killed and Tex was 
certainly over 40 when he finally 
quit. The reason not many older fel- 
lows do it is because when they are 
older, they’re usually smarter and 
off in other endeavors. 

C.N.——Do you feel that when you 
have reached this“critical” age that 
the experience you have gained 
makes up for youthful eagerness? 
GUNTER——1 hope that it will. 
C.N.—What about the bike you are 
running this season? Is this the first 
year for you and theG-50 Matchless? 
GUNTER——No, I spent most of last 
year, which I hoped would be used 
as sort of an experimental year, in 
order to have it operating well by 
this year. It's still got a little ways 
to go but I think in the end it’s going 
to be more competitive thananything 
else and that's the reason I chose it 
when I started to ride again last year. 
C.N.—Many of us have often won- 
dered why flat track racers do not 
use brakes or suspension on their 
rigs. There seems to be a great deal 
of publicity about that fact, yet no 
one appears to have a satisfactory 
explanation. You run suspension on 
your bike, don’t you? 
GUNTER—For seven oreight years 
now I have advocated the use of 
brakes. You won't go faster with 
them, but that isn't the point. It 
would be so damn much safer with 
them, even running around in the 
pits. I've written several letters to 
the competition committee but there 
are so many hard heads left on there 
from the year *06 that you simply 
can't get through. There is such a 
variation of opinion on the matter, 
so what's one voice in the whole 
crowd when everyone is saying no,

set in place, the hold locations 
marked, and the holes were drilled 
through the seat and brackets. After 
that operation the seat was sanded 
with rough sandpaper in the area of 
the four drilled holes. This is done 
to prepare the surface for the epoxy 
used to hold the bolt heads in place. 
Now bolt the seat to the brackets 


Seat brackets are formed from 1” steel strap and welded or brazed to the frame. 


and apply a generous amount of 
epoxy to each bolt head. By doing 
this you will be able to remove the 
seat and replace it without the bolts 
themselves turning. Once the epoxy 
has set up you can upholster the 
saddle and this phase is complete. 

All that remains is to weld a 
hook just in back of the tank for a 
tie down strap. We used the original 
forward hook. A new rear brake an- 
chor pin has to be welded or brazed 
to the swinging arm because we ex- 
tended the wheelbase. And that 
about does it. 

Next week we'll get into the en- 
gine department and show what can 
be done to get more beans. Also 
we'll tell you what you can buy 
ready-made in the go fast area.

Bart Markel, the wiry fencebuster 
from Flint, Mich., clamped his left 
hand to the fork stanchion, rested 
his chin on the gas tank, and smiled 
from ear to ear as he tucked in and 
headed down the straightaway to 
capture the 5-Mile National Cham- 
pionship, held at Tulare last week- 
end. 

Emerging several seconds later 
from clouds of pulverized earth 
thrown high into the air by Markel's 
machine were Mel Lacher and Chris 
Draayer, who crossed the finish line 
in that order to secure the top three 
places for the rumbling flatheads 
from Milwaukee. It was the second 
straight National sweep for Harley- 
Davidson this year. 

The machines hardly had time to 
reach operating temperature before 
the flag fell, signalling the end of 
the first National held in Central 
Calif. It was over that quickly. 

Draayer Moves Like Lightning 

Columbus winner, Fred Nix got 
off the line first and led until Lacher 
passed him at the end of two — and 
then it was all Markel the rest of the 
way to the finish line. 

The race settled down after Mark- 
el charged into first, with Dick Mann 
moving up to second place. On the 
sixth lap Lacher got past Mann, and 
Draayer was moving through the 
pack like lightning. On the next 
round Mann and Draayer were side 
by side for third. One lap later 
Draayer had Mann for good and was 
closing fast on Lacher. The final 
two laps had Lacher holding the 
Utah star off for second place. 

Markel's time for the 10-lap fea- 
ture was over four seconds faster 
than the time turned in by Sammy 
Tanner, 1966 winner of the 5-Mile

Many of the nation’s outstanding 
riders did not make the Saturday 
night show, either due to slow times 
or. mechanical trouble. Among them 
were Gary Nixon, Eddie Mulder, Cal 
Rayborn, Dusty Coppage and Dick 
Hammer. 


Lawwill Breaks Piston 

In the heat. races it was again 
Nix with the fastest heat race time 
of the three preliminaries. He de- 
feated Mann and fellow Oklahoman 
Ted Davis. Mert Lawwill was right 
on Nix, ready to try for the lead, 
when a piston disintegrated, causing 
him to run the remainder of the heat 
and a part of the Main Event with 
half the usual displacement. On the 
first lap of the event, Ralph White 
and Rich Hardmeyer were involved 
in a spill. Both riders walked away. 
Hardmeyer returned to the race, 
White did not. 


The second heat was taken by 
Lacher, with Chris Draayer coming 
up to press hard at the finish. First 
year Expert, Jim Berry, scored a 
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surprising third. Al Gunter dropped 
out on lap two with a broken drive 
chain and Sammy Tanner withdrew 
shortly thereafter because the track 
was too rough. 

The third and final heat race was 
the wild one of the evening with 
Markel coming from a distant seventh 
place to take the win over George 
Roeder, Pete Bodette and Roger 
Reiman. Dan Haaby dropped out with 
engine problems while in the lead. 
Bodette gave Roeder second place 
as he brushed the haybales coming 
out of the turn and crossed the line 
somewhat out of control. 


Incredible Performance by Odom 

While it was an unlucky national 
meeting for Triumph in the Expert 
class, it was a rumaway for the 
Coventry brand in the Amateur divi- 
sion. The only thing that Jimmy Odom 
did not win was the time trials.

Odom opened the Amateur action 
with a breezing ride to the heat race 
win that was fourteen seconds faster 
than the second fastest Amateur heat 
race win!! He broke the old Amateur 
ten-lap record by a whopping five 
seconds. He held that one, also! 

Alex Yerkes and Roger Goldth- 
waite were the other two heat race 
winners.

Also on hand was national dir- 
ector of competition, Jules Horky 
from Columbus, Ohio. 

The event was promoted by C&C 
Enterprises which is Bill] Cumbie 
and Tom Clark from San Jose. All 
parties appeared pleased after the 
event and it looks like Tulare is on 
the national map to stay.

Upsets and fireworks greeted the 
Ascot fans Saturday night, July 1, 
and not all of the rockets were in 
the sky. 

Jim Peterson scored the night's 
first upset when he squirted his 
250cc BSA to the hotly-contested 
Novice win. It was Peterson's first 
Ascot victory, and BSA's first Nov- 
ice win at the track of the lakes and 
flowers in recent history. 

Larry Wilburn took advantage of 
Jim Odom's absence (he was winning 
at Tulare) to romp home first in the 
Amateur final go-around. He set a 
terrific pace for the rest of the 
mostly-Triumph-mounted field on his 
red-hot Jomo twin. 

Fireworks really started popping 
all over the track when the Experts 
lined up for their big go. Over the 
jump and around the left and right 
turns it was almost-undefeated Skip 
Van Leeuwen carrying the mail for 
Triumph right up until the late laps, 
with Dave Palmer on a Norton P-11 
with a short fuse running close in 
second place, waiting for his chance. 
It came in the late laps when Palmer 
powered around the Dutchman to 
take his first Ascot win of the sea- 
son and set Skip down for his sec- 
ond Ascot loss this year. The only 
other man to beat Van Leeuwen at 
Ascot this year, Dusty Coppage, 
took third. 

One highlight of the show was 
the 6th place victory by Gary Nixon, 
on an extremely rapid Triumph. Nix- 
on is turning into a top notch all- 
around rider with wins on pavement, 
ovals and soon, who knows? Maybe 
TT’s too!

This may well be true because the property owners are making trouble, 
Siera M.C. is going to court in the near future to try and keep it. It is now 
one of the best and most popular tracks in this area.

He nearly won Castle Rock two 
years ago, and was beat out in the 
final two turns by Dave Palmer — 
the same guy who upset Skip Van 
Leeuwen in the Ascot TT last 
Saturday night. 

Markel Moves 

The door is wide open for Markel 
to move up in the National point 
race, since current leader Gary 
Nixon did not even enter Castle 
Rock last year and failed to qualify 
for the show two years ago. George 
Roeder, who is second place in the 
current standings, told me at Tulare 
that he will not be at Castle Rock 
because he had to fly home and take 
care of the farm so that he can re- 
turn to the West for the Portland 
mile National on the 16th. Like 
Nixon, Roeder would just as soon 
pass up a TT. 

Fred Nix also moved up in the 
National standings from the Tulare 
race but is another rider who is far 
Short on TT experience. This means 
that the Castle Rock race should be 
the golden opportunity for Mert Law- 
will, Markel, Chris Draayer and 
Dick Hammer to move up and really 
tighten those National standings 
when all head for the mile that they 
all can ride well enough to win. 

Tulare took a heavy tollof equip- 
ment. It was surprising to see how 
many riders went to the pits with 
bad engines. It was also the first 
time I can recall that Sam Tanner, 
Dan Haaby and Ralph White were 
all spectating at once when a Main 
Event came around. 

Right now, on the basis of Na- 
tionals this year and what was done 
at Tulare, you can look for Chris 
Draayer or Dan Haaby to be the next 
riders to win a National event of the 
large group of riders that are still 
looking for their first big one. 

Dark Horse Haaby 

Add to this list, Skip Van Leeu- 

wen, whom we pick to wın National 


at Castle Rock this coming Saturday 
night. The unpredictable Skip is as 
ready as he will ever be to win his 
first big one. 

If you like surprises then go with 
Dan Haaby to win Castle Rock. He 
can upset the many TT specialists 
that will be on hand, including de- 
fending champ, Eddie Mulder. 

The Amateur race at Castle Rock 
will be a two rider affair between 
Jimmy Odom from California and 
Mark Williams from Eugene, Oregon. 
Odom is red hot right now on both 
the half mile and the TT's. Williams 
has his work cut out. 

All in all the Tulare event came 
off in good shape. They had prob- 
lems with the track that were un- 
avoidable and the officials handled 
the problem as wellas anyone could, 

Hank Gendusa and his experi- 
enced crew worked their first nation- 
al and Bill Cumbie and Tom Clark 
promoted their first national event. 
There were a lot of firsts at Tulare. 
Look for more inthe coming seasons. 

Tulare will also host two half 
miles in August, on the 12th & 26th. 
Both are Saturday night events. 

Chuck Jones, Mel Lacher and 
Sammy Tanner return to half mile 
action at Ascot this Week on Friday 
night to again resume those weekly 
battles that are unsurpassed for 
pure thrills and close racing. 

Keeping Them Honest 

A last note to riders who may 
think about stretching the AMA rule 
book. Up at Tulare, in the novice 
race on Friday night, the first rider 
across the finish line rode straight 
to his truck, loaded the machine in 
record time and refused to let the 
officials look at the engine. This 
same rider had a too-thin frame 
break in half on him at Ascot about 
a month ago. He was not paid for 
his illegal efforts at Tulare and a 
refusal to allow the officials to 
look at your engine, according to 
the rule book, will bring this same 
rider a one year suspension. Keep it 
honest men. It is better in the long 
run.

Ascot presented its first night 
short track ever last week. Over 80 
riders showed up to do battle on the 
lightweight 250's for the first time 
under the lights. 

The switch from the big bike half- 
mile to the small bike quarter was 
brought because of the many riders 
racing the National at Tulare. 

Riders saw versatile Clyde Litch 
take his Long Beach Honda around 
the fast, well-prepared !4 mile oval 
to the fast time mark. Slidin’ Steve 
Scott came back to take the Trophy 
Dash win and finally, Elliott Schultz 
won the first Ascot night short track 
Main Event on a Honda prepared by 
Norm Reeves’ store. Scott was on a 
Bultaco. 

Schultz jumped to an early lead 
in the 15-lap Final and was never in 
danger of being beaten. The race 
was for second all the way among 
Sonny Nutter, Jack O’Brien and 
Chuck Jones. All three were H-D 
Sprint mounted. 

They ran wheel-to-wheeland side- 
by-side most of the way with first 
one and then the other holding sec- 
ond place. It was finally Nutter by a 
narrow, narrow margin at the finish.

Scott got the jump on Schultz off, 


the line in the Dash and held on for 
the win with Elliott taking second, 
Len Earl third, and Dave Lamer, 
fourth. These were the four fastest 
Semi winners. (In short tracking, un- 
like half-mile racing, heat winners 
advance to the Semi, rather than dir- 
ectly to the Main Event.) 

The “B” Final, or Main Event 
made up of riders who did not finish 
high enough inthe SemieMain Events; 
was marred by a four-rider spill that 
involved Jim Lesley, Fred Willard, 
Don McAlear and Tim Harris. This 
came on the first turn in the early 
laps of the race won by big Bob 
Bailey. It was strictly a family af- 
fair for second place and a battle of 
the Brothers-In-Law with Mike Haney 
defeating Rich Thorwaldson for the 
runner-up spot. 

This coming Friday night it is 
back to the half-miles and the big 
bikes for the local riders. For the 
rest of the field it is on to Castle 
Rock, Washington and the third an- 
nual TT championships.
